Dr. 


McKerrihan. in which he exposed this 
frand and showed wherein it. was danger- 
ous—that the remedy 'was as bad if not 
worse than the disease. He also main- 
tained that the stuff had no value as a 
disinfectant and thai while the city 
was paying §25 a barrel for it. it could 
be manufactured ar a cost not to ex- 
ceed £4 a barrel. 
Ar this time the 


diphtheria epidemic was at its height 
and Dr. Tickers was trotting around 
from room to room squirting this stuff 
over che hends of the school, children. 
It was also being nsed in the homes 
visited by the disease. 


The Blade assailed The Times and 


Dr. McKerrihan, the latter in partic- 
ular in its characteristic 
manner, 


calling him "everything from a con- 
vict to a thief, and sought to injure 
his standing as a professional man and 
as a citizen. 
It is therefore most 


gratifying to Dr. McKerrihan that he 
should be triumphantly vindicated, as 
he was by the action of the board of 
health Monday night. 
The board went 


further even than Dr. McKerrihan ever 
did, 
one member calling the disin- 


fectant a mixture of tar and water and 
another member saying he would not 
use it to disifecfc his dogs. 
This must 


be pleasant reading for the people of 
Portsmouth when they reflect that this 
stuff was squirted in their children's 
faces in the public schools for several 
months. 


This matter is mentioned as a mat- 


ter of simple justice to Dr. McKerrihau.
